Feeling that this con- 
ituted a "vacancy" in an office, the Atrium Hall Council 
ppointed the 1976-77 year officers, in accordance with an 
icle in their hall constitution. 

Originally, there were no plans to hold any election this Fall 
cause of the lack of complaints by Atrium residents to this 
ocedure. 

m There are now plans to have the “slated" officers run in an 
“ lection to determine if the residents approve the choice of 
ficers. A majority of the voting residents must agree with the 
hoice of candidates, or a new election will be held. 

If the situation is not acceptable with the residents, a petition 
an be brought to the Hall Council requesting a constitutional 
mendment, which will be voted on by the entire dorm 
esidents.

Three UTM students have 
been arrested by Martin 
Police in connection with drug 
related offenses in the last 
week 

A UTM student. Billy D 
Jowers, was charged by 
Martin police last week with 
the March 4 burglary of the 
Martin Medical Center 
Pharmacy, according to 
Martin Police Chief Wayne 
Emersen Garner. 

Garner said that Jowers, 
who resides at 300 Main Street 
and is originally from 
Lexington, was charged with 
possession of legend drugs and 
controlled substances and 
third degree burglary after 
the police discovered ap 
proximately $1000 of assorteo 
drugs in his apartment. 

"The third degree burglary 
(charge) resulted from the 
March 4 break in of the Martin 
Medical Center Pharmacy," 
Garner stated. "Entry was 
made through removing a 
vent from the roof, entering 
through the roof and coming 
down through the ceiling." 

Garner said that ap¬ 
proximately $2000 worth of 
different kinds of drugs were 
taken from the pharmacy. The 
police recovered ap¬ 
proximately $1000 worth of 
drugs from Jowers' residence 

"According to the testimony 
given by Mr. Jowers, the 
drugs recovered were taken in 
that (March 4) burglary,” 
Garner commented “Some of 
the bottle labels still had the 
Medical Center stamp on 
them.” 

Garner explained that the 
Martin Police had been 
working on the March 4 
burglary for the last three 
months and that several men 
had worked overtime 
checking out leads He said 
that a search warrant was 
obtained for Jowers’ apart¬ 
ment following a lead supplied 
to the police. 

The Chief said that Jowers 
was not at home when the 
drugs were discovered at 
approximately 9:30 p.m 


Joint meeting slated 
on alcohol revisions

The Board of Regents 
Standing Committee on 
Student Life recommended 
last week that they meet with 
the UT Board of Trustees 
Student Affairs Committee to 
discuss the present alcohol 
policy on college campuses in 
Tennessee and possible 
revisions in the policy. 

Richard Rhoda, assistant to 
Roy Nicks, chairman of the 
Board of Regents, said that 
the Regent's committee was 
considering changing the 
campus alcohol guidelines so 
as to leave it up to each 
campus as to whether alcohol 
could be consumed on cam¬ 
pus Rhoda explained that if 
the policy was changed 
alcohol would still be 
restricted from certain areas 
on campuses. 

The Regent’s committee, 
however, decided to table 
action on the alcohol policy for 
the Regents' campuses until 
the Regent's Standing 
Committee on Student Life 
could meet with the UT Board 


voting on it. That was one of 
their considerations 
"They also felt that from 
their standpoint the students 
were not prepared to make a 
decision at that time,” 
Stoddard commented. “They 
wanted the students to go back 
to the individual campuses 
and get a favorable nod from 
the university councils of the 
respective universities and 
they also wanted us to hear 
from the legislature." 

Stoddard explained that 
they were afraid that once the 
policy was acted on, and if 
alcohol was permitted on 
campus the legislature might 
act against it. He said the 
committee was also con¬ 
cerned that a conflict might 
arise if the Trustees changed 
their campus alcohol policy 
and the Regents’ policy on 
alcohol was not changed 
He said that he thought 
there was more of a chance 
the policy might be changed 
with the joint meeting bet 
ween the two committees 
planned 


Thursday. After the drugs 
were recovered he said a 
warrant was issued for 
JoWers' arrest and he was 
picked up a short time later 

The arrest was made by 
Sergeant Bill Myrick, 
Sergeant Don Smothers, other 
Martin officers and a member 
of the Tennessee Bureau of 
Investigation. Garner stated. 

Garner said that Jowers 
was very cooperative after his 
arrest 

“He admitted to selling 
several hundred dollars worth 
iof the drugs)." Garner said. 
“Mr. Jowers said he acted 
alone." 

Garner said that an in¬ 
vestigation is still pending on 
whether or not Jowers did act 
alone 

The Chief did say that he 
thought the burglary was an 
isolated incident and not one 
in a series. He commented 
that he thought Jowers was 


one of the sources for drugs 
in town, but was not for sure 
about the campus 

“Jov is out on bail at this 
lime,” Garner added He 
explained that bail which was 
set at $10,000, was made 
Friday at the courthouse in 
Dresden 

The preliminary hearing 
was postponed until October 
29. 

Two other UTM students. 
Jean Ann Patton, and Sumner 
T Baker, were arrested as the 
result of a raid Saturday night 
at 412 Main Street, west side. 
Baker and Patton were 
charged with possession of 
marijuana for resale, ac¬ 
cording to Sergeant Bill 
Myrick. 

"We confiscated ap 
proximately three fourths of a 
pound of marijuana, pills, and 
related paraphernalia,” 
Myrick commented 

He said that a search 


warrant had been obtained for 
the Main Street residence 
following information from a 
reliable informant. Myrick 
said that Patton was the only 
one present at the time the 
drugs were confiscated 

He stated further in¬ 
vestigation resulted in a 
warrant being issued for 
Baker and he was arrested 
two days after the raid. 

Both students have been 
released on bond Bond for 
Patton was $2000 and bond for 
Baker was $500. Myrick ex¬ 
plained that bond was set low 
so the students could continue 
in school 

The preliminary hearing for 
Baker and Patton has been 
postponed until the first 
Monday in November, Myrick 
said He explained that it had 
been postponed so that the 
drugs which were confiscated 
could be returned from Nash 
ville. They were sent to the 


pathology lab in Nashville to 
get verification on exactly 
what substances they were 
Myrick said that the Martin 
police have received in¬ 
formation that hard drugs a/e 
in Martin and the department 
is giving priority to cracking 
down on drugs 
"Everybody is striving 
together to try to control it," 
Myrick commented. "There 
will be other busts in the 
future " 

Myrick added that any help 
would be appreciated. 

Dr Phillip Watkins, UTM 
vice chancellor for un¬ 
dergraduate life, said he was 
not sure whether University 
action would or would not be 
taken against the three 
students arrested. 

“We’re looking into it as to 
what action the University 
should take," Watkins com¬ 
mented 


Swine flu vaccine coming; 
date of arrival unknown

A small portion of swine flu 
vaccine will "hopefully" be 
sent to the UTM campus by- 
October 15, according to 
Nurse Harriet Westmoreland 
of the Student Health Center 
Westmoreland explained 
that shipments of the vaccine 
should be sent to the state 
health departments on 
October 1 and then “maybe" a 
small portion of this vaccine 
can be sent to the Weakley 
County Health Department on 
October 15 where an even 
smaller amount of it will be 
sent to the campus. But again, 
Westmoreland stressed that 
this was not definite. She said 
there were still many com¬ 
plications in the delivery and 
shipment of the vaccine 
"As soon as we can get hold 
of this vaccine we will make it 
available to the UTM 
students," she said. “We’re 
working in conjunction with 
the Weakley County Health 
Department so we’re going to 
try and keep the students up to 
date on where and when 
vaccinations are available." 

She stated that other places 
will have the vaccination 
before the UTM campus 
because they are more heavily 
populated areas. She said this 
is no reason for students to 
become concerned, however, 
for UTM should have ample 
vaccine available shortly 
after Thanksgiving 
irregardless of what becomes 
of the October 15 shipment 
Westmoreland stated that 
she is getting her informaton 
from Pat Duncan, the im¬ 
munology representative for 
the West Tennessee area She 
is in direct contact wjth the 
state Health Department 
She stated that following 
this Thanksgiving shipment 
all injections will be volun 
tary. No student will be 
required to take the vac¬ 
cination. She said the decision 
will be left to the individual 
"Any person who wishes to 
have the vaccination will have 
to sign a consent form," she 
explained. “This form just 
states that a person knows 
what he or she is doing and 
they understand all the 
provisions." 

Westmoreland explained 
that the vaccine is from a 
killed virus, therefore, there 
should be no negative side 
effects other than a slightly 
sore arm and possibly a fever 
which could last a period of 
twenty-four hours or so. 

She elaborated saying that 
two types of vaccines would be 
made available. One type 
would be for the age 65 and 
over and for those with some 
type of chronic disease. This 
group is known as the high 
risk group. The second type is 
simply for the mass 
population. 

In one statement she ex 
plained that flu season is 


normally around mid-January 
to mid-February. This is when 
the flu epidemic hit the UTM 
campus last school year 
She said should another 
similar epidemic hit then 
cultures would have to be 
laken from each victim to 
determine if the illness is truly 
swine flu Thus far, she said 
no UTM students have 
complained of flu symptoms 
The symptoms for swine flu 
are the same as the regular 


llu, thus, only the symptoms 
can be treated This is what 
the vaccine will do, treat the 
symptoms. 

“We don’t feel we should 
encourage the students to get 
the vaccine," she stated 
"Those who want it can get it 
but no force will be used to 
make others take it." 

Also there is no reason why 
a pregnant woman should not 
take the swine flu shot, ac¬ 
cording to the Ann Landers' 


column in the September 27 
issue of the Commercial 
Appeal. And along the same 
lines it has been emphasized 
that the shot should not be 
taken by individuals who are 
allergic to eggs (this includes 
pregnant women). 

According to a news release 
from the Department of 
Health, Education, and 
Welfare.

New parking area open 
for dormitory residents

Atrium and Clement 
residents will now be able to 
use the new Browning Hall 
parking lot, according to Ted 
Council, director of Safety and 
Security. 

"We realize we have a big 
problem for Atrium and 
Clement residents parking.” 
Council said. “This problem 
has been increasing year to 
year.” 

What we are going to do now 
is open Lot 15, the Browning 
Hall lot. to students who live in 
Atrium and Clement." he 
stated. 

Council explained that this 
act was prompted by in¬ 
creasing problems of the dorm 
residents trying to find a place 
to park at night 
"Atrium and Clement has 
been bottlenecked for the last 
couple of years.” Council said. 
“It was something we couldn't 
do anything about because we 
didn’t have the space." 

When Browning Hall’s 
parking spaces were opened, 
they were originally planned 
for employees of Browning 
and Gooch Hall. Because that 
did not fill up the lot, it was 
offered to the staff of 
Humanities and Sociology. 

“From our count we were 
having only 50 per cent 
utilization," Council admitted. 

The stipulation to the 
change is that the residents 
would not be issued cards to 
open the electronic gate. The 
residents will only be able to 
enter the lot after 3 p.m. 

"We won’t issue cards to the 
residents," Council 

elaborated If they should 
leave the lot, they won’t be 
able to get back in till after 3 
p.m 

"I don't believe that this will 
be an inconvenience to them 
They should be able to find 
room in the other lots before 3 
p.m.” Council added 
Once the residents enter the 
lots, they can stay as long as 
they want They will not need 
to leave the lot at 7:30 a m. 
when the gate is turned back 
on. 

"We will still control the lot. 


only we won’t ticket vehicles 
with Atrium and Clement 
stickers,” he said. "We will 
ticket commuters.” Council 
added that, at this time, there 
were no lights on the lot, but 
lights will be put up 
He also admitted that the 
new parking proposal, which 
was accepted yesterday, 


came about while discussing 
parking problems with an 
Atrium resident.

Crisis Line cancellation 
may cause serious harm 


If anyone has a serious problem and no one to 
discuss It With, they can forget about calling 
Crisis Line after October 15 

Crisis Line will be discontinued as of October 
15 due to financial problems and lack of in 
[eresteii volunteers. This decision was reached 
at the Tuesday night meeting of the Crisis Line 
Board ol Directors. 

This decision, though probably necessary, 
can have tragic consequences for the Martin 
community and UTM Crists Line provided an 
extremely valuable service that will be greatly 
missed by those in need of such a service after 
October 15. 

A reported 75 calls were received in Crisis 
Line's seven months of operation in 1976. Of 
these. 45 were considered legitimate calls This 
means that 45 people reached out for help, for 
whatever reason Those people called Crisis 
Line an hopefully were helped by doing so If 
only one person had been helped, especially 
someone who, in a deep depression, may have 
been considering ending it all. then the 
existence of Crisis Line was jusified. 

We have not yel been able to put a price on 


human suffering and misery, but whatever that 
price, any attempt to alleviate human 
problems is worth the $75 00 a month spent for 
Crisis Line's phone bill In the past. Obion 
County provided some funds for the Crisis 
Line, but that contract was cancelled this year 
Neither the state nor the federal government 
provide funds for Crisis Line, which is not 
surprising but is hard to justify. 

Crisis Line is also troubled by a lack of in¬ 
terested volunteers The problem seems to lie 
in the 15 hour training course and the hours of 
operation after training ta completed. This is a 
problem that should not exist in a University 
town Moat of the volunteers now are students 
and, if necessary, all of the volunteers could be 
students and faculty members. Crisis Line 
should be continued even if the students have to 
fund, operate, and staff it. 

There is a great pool of talent on this campus 
and it is shameful that a program as valuable 
as Crisis Line is not benefiting from it. The 
people of this University can do almost 
anyihing they put their minds and hearts into 
and the salvation of Crisis Line is a worthy >lace 
to start 


Freshman textbooks are 
above students levels 


UTM freshmen may be getting in over their 
heads, according to a study directed by Dr. 
Phillip Feldman and Maurice Field, of the 
Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education. 


grade reading level is going to have great 
difficulty comprehending a book written at the 
graduate school level The same holds true, to a 
lesser extent, for any textbook written at any 
level higher than the thirteenth grade. 


Their study investigated the relationship of 
approximate reading levels of UTM freshmen, 
based on a 1975 study using the Nelson Denny 
Reading test, and the approximate reading 
level means of 35 textbooks normally used by 
large numbers of freshmen The books were 
categorized as to their readibility utilizing the 
Gunning Fog Index, a method which takes into 
consideration the length of sentences and the 
frequency of words of three or more syllables 


Using these methods, their report indicates 
(hat while 56.1 per cent of the freshman class 
reads below the 13 grade level, 65.7 per cent of 
the textbooks studied were written on a level 
higher than the thirteenth grade In fact, eight 
of the books were written at the 16 level or 
higher, with five of these actually on the 
graduate school level. Of the remaining text¬ 
books, three were below the 11 grade level. 
Only nine textbooks fell into the 11-13 grade 
level, the level probably most suited to UTM 
freshmen. 

These findings are very significant. 
Obviously, a student with an approximate 12 


Registration is important 


Anyone who has not yet registered to vote in 
the upcoming election has until October 2nd to

One thing is certain, registration is a 
prerequisite for voting and anyone not 
registered by October 2nd will not be allowed to

SGA and the Political Science Club are 
providing the means for students to register 
right now The only requirement is a short visit 
to the SGA office for the completion of a 
registration form They will help fill it out and 
have it witnessed; really a painless procedure 
Of course, after registering a trip to the polls is 
also necessary if any good is going to come out 
of this. SGA can also help anyone needing 
assistance with absentee registration and 
voting. 


Voting is one of our basic rights One that took 
many years of evolution to get to the degree of 
suffrage we now enjoy. There are few coun¬ 
tries in the world where such a large per¬ 
centage of the population is entitled to bote for 
their highest leaders. 

This is the first or, at most the second op¬ 
portunity for most UTM students to vote in a 
presidential election This election also brings 
the chance to help decide whether Tennessee 
will have two Republican senators or one from 
each party These are real differences between 
the candidates, These men not only represent 
different parties, but also very different 
political philosophies, particularly in the areas 
of social services and government spending A 
discerning person could recognize the issues 
and make a decision to support one candidate 
or the other, if the time was taken to in¬ 
telligently examine those issues and can¬ 
didates 

There is not much time left. Anyone who has 
not registered can do so with little effort. 
However, if the benefits of democracy are not 
worth that effort, we deserve what we get

According to the Feldman-Field study more 
than 50 per cent of the freshman class will have 
some degree of difficulty reading their text¬ 
books This problem is compounded by the fact 
that the 35 textbooks involved in this study are 
designed for use in over 50 courses. 

The work of Feldman and Field and their 
associates is of great value to UTM 
All departments and professions should take 
note of these findings and make an effort to 
select textbooks more suitable to freshmen in 
the future. As for now, professors using text¬ 
books above their student’s reading level 
should take this into consideration when 
making reading assignments The Feldman- 
Field report recommends that all courses using 
books written above (he 13th grade level should 
also provide additional vocabulary lists for 
students in the courses 
With this study now available to professors, 
there should no longer be any reason for in¬ 
structors to make long reading assignments 
and then wonder why their students don't seem 
to understand the material It is ridiculous to 
expect freshmen to understand graduate level 
material.

facilities of The University of 
Tennessee at Martin as 
compared to those at Ten¬ 
nessee State University .

To move on to the buildings 
and facilities of both schools 
Why does the government 
fund UTM more adequately, 
and P do mean more 
adequately than TSU?

I'm beginning with the 
academic comparison as I 
have seen thus far in 
retrospect While attending 
TSU I took four upper division 
courses 1 look those courses 
and I did well in them. Of one 
of the courses that I took, it 
was clearly stated to me that I 
couldn't or rather would not be 
permitted to out do up¬ 
perclassmen as a freshman 
The administration, as I was 
told, would not permit this. 

What type of education is 
this? I’m nol completely- 
siding with UTM on academic 
standing, but, thus far. I 
haven't seen this type of 
restriction in existence here 
and hop; I don’t. Why can 
some of the teachers at TSU 
be so unfair in their 
distribution of grades, when 


why has not the government 
really stuck by this institution 
as needed? Is it because it’s 
predominately “Black"? Is 
it? As a point of comparison 
lei's take the dormitories of 
Ihe respective schools. 


Two of the three dormitories 
at TSU are, in my opinion, in 
substandard condition. 
Bathing facilities are par¬ 
ticularly bad. In many of the 
bathrooms the washbasins 
were literally hanging from 
the walls, toilets were blocked 
with waste up to and over the 
brim and the odor was 
horrible The dividers bet¬ 
ween stalls were missing, 
either knocked down or kicked 
over Toilet paper was always 
hard to find and sometimes 
non-existent 

At UTM 1 have not found the 
same conditions in the dor¬ 
mitories. Admittedly, there 


are some bathrooms that need 
attention, but for the most 
part they are sanitary and 
well kept 

This is only one point of 
comparison, but an important 
one. 

The main point that I would 
like to make is Ihe obvious 
unequal distribution of funds 
to these two universities.

20. a UTM 
student majoring in 
economics, has announced he 
is running for the delegate 
position to the constitutional 
convention for the 55lh 
district 

This district. Riggan ex¬ 
plained. is on the west side of 
Nashville He explained the 
history of this position as 
having been voted in by the 
voters last year in August 
•‘Last year a vote was taken 
to decide whether or not there 
should be constitutional 
convention," he explained 
•“The vote turned up yes for 
the convention so I am run 
ning as the delegate for the 
55th district " 

At only 20 Riggan is 
the youngest member of the 
candidates vying for this 
particular position There are 
IS candidates totaled He 
explained that restrictions 
and regulations state that a

delegate has to be 21 by the 
time he takes office In this 
case, the winner will take 
office August 1, 1*77 By this 
date Riggan stated he will be 
21, the minimum age for 
election, 

"I (Jtm't have a lot of name 
recognition," he said. "This is 
why I’Ve been going door to 
dooi; trying to ask people how 
Ihey feel and what 1 could to to 
get their feelings known With 
four or five candidates in this 
election I could get 1000 votes 
this way but couldn't win 
Because there are so many 
candidates I could possibly 
win with this number figuring 
the number of voters in the 
last elections.” 

He explained that this will 
be a non-partisan election 

The convention itself, he 
confirmed, would last around 
two months with roughly 
thirteen major articles 
discussed. Some of the major 
articles will be the ten percent 
interest rates of banks, terms 
of governors, the state court 
system, and other “little 
things that need to be gotten 
off the book, obsolete laws and 
other unknown ones." 

Riggan outlined some of the 
parts of his platform: 

He is for the election of a 


state attorney general 

He is in favor of lifting the 
ten percent interest rate to a 
higher one 

"I'd like to see the ceiling 
taken off and become a 
competitive market,"' he 
explained "I'd like to see that 
loans over $5000 have the 
ceiling lifted while the one's 
under $5000 should stay at ten 
per cent or under The way it 
has been the large cor 
porations are taking over." 

Riggan explained he is also 
in favor of taking away the 
governor’s right to veto any 
parts of bills submitted to him 


Along the same lines of the 
governorship, he said he was 
also against the governor's 
power to appoint vacancies m 
the legislature He also would 
like to see the governor's term 
increased to two terms 
"In general, I would like to 
divide the power of the state, 
to take away the power in the 
governor's mansion," he 
explained "We’ve seen this 
mansion's power in this 
present administration so we 
need to stop it here to it won't 
happen again Overall. I'm for 
the decentralization of 
power "

Many new campus trends, 
including computer 
registration, may be installed 
next quarter, according to 
Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee. 

Although computer 
registration will be on an 
experimental basis for the 
seniors, it will still "offer the 
students better advising and 
better scheduling on his own,” 
according to McGehee. 

This quarter's student 
enrollment is about fifty above 
last year's tally. Dorms are 
presently at 97 per cent oc¬ 
cupancy 

“Each college has its peak 
year of enrollment,” he 
stated. “If this is the peak 
year then in another year we 
won’t need a new dorm, 
although discussions on a new 
marital unit may arise in the 
future." 

McGehee stated that about 
90 per cent of the West Ten¬ 
nesseans come to this campus. 
Proximity plans the major 
factor and cost is 
"reasonable" compared to 
private colleges He explained 
that fifty majors are offered 
with gifts of financial aid, 
academic reputation, and

Almost half of the UTM 
faculty members have earned 
their doctorates, according to 
Dr Jimmy Trentham. provost 
and vice chancellor for 
academic affairs 
Trentham explained that 
UTM's number of doctorates 
on campus has increased by 
twelve per cent since 1971-72 
with the 1976 percentage now 
being exactly 48 per cent 
In explanation Trentham 
said that two years ago the 
Board of Trustees passed a 
policy to give stipends to 
faculty members who will sign 
contracts to return to UTM to 
leach two months for every 
one month of leave they have 


Mauldin, psychology and 
religious studies; Thomas 
Pitts, biological sciences; 
Gracie Purvis, physical 
education. Richard Reiselt, 
physical education; Larry 
Schwab, history and political 
science (resigned); W A. 
Sliger, biological sciences;

Trentham continued by 
saying that UTM presently 
has 221 full time faculty 
members and stressed that 48 
per cent had gained their 
doctorate degrees 
“I predict that within five 
years our percentage should 
be up to around 60 per cent," 
he said. "But I do want to 
stress that we’ve got some just 
as fine people with the 
master's degree and we 
presently have a large 
number of faculty members 
who are on the border of a 
doctorate.”

currently circulating in the 
human population, and since 
such major changes have 
historically triggered world¬ 
wide epidemics pandemics) of 
influenza, the potential for 
another pandemic was ap¬ 
parent to influenza experts.” 

There has also been written 
a short history on swine flu in 
the August, 1976 issue of the 
Journal of the Tennessee 
Medical Association. This 
short history describes the 
saga of swine flu as it has 
appeared in the medical 
records: 

"Swine influenza virus was 
the first influenza virus 
isolated in 1930. Swine in¬ 
fluenza is an influenza like 
disease of swine which was 
first described in 1918 and 
possibly may have been 
transmitted to swine by 
humans. Many influenza 
virologists believe that this 
swine influenza virus is an- 
tigenically related to the virus 
which caused the 1918-1919 
pandemic. Since 1918 in¬ 
fluenza has persisted in the 
swine population; isolates 
from swine since 1930 have 
demonstrated little antigenic 
variation. Recent in¬ 
vestigations have indicated 
that the virus has been oc¬ 
casionally transmitted from 
swine to humans, often 
resulting in influenza illness 
in those affected. Prior to the 
Fort Dix episode, however, 
there had never been any 
evidence of transmission from 
person to person. 

And in a conclusive 
statement from this same 
source: “The Public Health 
Service Advisory Committee 
on Immunization Practices, 
with all these facts in mind, 
held a special meeting in early 
March and recommended the 
immediate development of a 
vaccine against swine in¬ 
fluenza virus and the 
production of sufficient 
quantities of this vaccine to 
immunize virtually the entire 
population of the United 
States.”

"In February 1976, a strain 
of human influenza, called 
"swine flu" and scientifically 
designated A-New Jersey-76 
(HswlND.was isolated during 
an outbreak of respiratory 
disease among recruits at 
Fort Dix, New Jersey Twelve 
cases were confirmed, with 
one death.
